LONDON, Nov. . 3 a. m. is reported 
here that the Austro-Bervian dispute has 
been seriously aggravated by alarming news 
in reference to Herr Prochaska, the Austro- 
Hungarian consul at Prisrend, who myste- 
riously disappeared following the capture of 
Prisrend by the Serviane. The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Dally Mall says: 

“In official circles here tonight the situa- 
tion is” judged ae serious. I learn, on official 
authority, that Herr Hdl, the Austrian emis- 
sary dispatched to get into communication 
with Herr Prochaska, arrived at Uskub on 
Saturday, expecting to proceed to 
immediately. 


Search Blocked by Servians. 

“The Servian authorities informed him, 
however, as Herr Edl telegraphe in an offi- 
cial report to the government, that the rali- 
way communication with Prisrend had been 
interrupted and that therefore he could not 
start immediately. rmore, the Serv- 
lan official, deputed to accompany Herr Ed) 
and to facilitate his mission, stated yester- 
day that he was prevented by pressing pri- 
vate affairs from going to Prisrend at once. 

“Thereupon Herr Bdi announced that he 
firmly intended to proceed to Prisrend at 


onde, whether the railway communieation. 


was interrupted or not. 

There is still no word from Herr. 
‘chaska himself. and the belief that he 
dead, which was first whispered, le now 
being uttered aloud. It is also affirmed 
that the telegram to the Neue Freie Presse 


| from Herr Prochaska, announcing that he 


was tafe, was a plece of facetiousness on 
the part of a Servian telegraph official.” 

The correspondent adds that the enigmatic 
behavior of Servia complicates the situa- 
tion dangerously, and if King Peter’s gov- 
ernment pursues its incredibly foolish course 


it will inevitably provoke Austria to dispatch | 


an ultimatum to Belgrade. 


Austrians Quit Turk Capital. 

The withdrawal of the Austrian warship 
Admiral Spaun and of the Austrian con- 
tingent of blue jackets from Constantinople. 
and the sudden and unexplained departure 
for an unannounced destination of the Aus- 
trian squadron which has been lying at 
Sniyrna, are factors which are disturbing 
Mplomats, who see in a close union of au 
the great powers the only hope of a peaceable 
solution. 

From Vienna, too, comes the information 
that the Servian war office has recalled all 
the Servian troope that can be spared from 
the columns operating in the neighborhood 
of Prisrend and Monastir, and that the forti- 
fications of the Servian capital are being 
hastily supplied with heavy artillery. 


Fear for Future Peace. 

The Austrians deduce from these facts that 
Servia is not disposed to yield and «a pacific 
settlement of the Austro-Servian dispute 
seems to them difficult of realization if Ser- 
via's demands are maintained as an irre- 
éucible minimum. 

These were outlined by Premier Pachten 
of Servia this morning. He declared that a 
minimum requlsite to Setvia’s national de- 
velopment was economic independence and a 
free and adequate passage to the Adriatic sea. 

This, according to the Servian statesman, 
meant its possession of a stretch of coast 
line of about thirty odd miles which would 
be joined to the present territory of Servia 
by a strip of what wes Old Serwꝛia. 

This minimum is declared to be wholly tn- 
compatible with the Austrian and Italian 
contention that Albania should be autono- 
mous, as it would cut Albania in two and 
confine the autonemous provinces to a stony

tain an independent existence.

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CONVICT TERROR 
SHOT AS 


“Sunny” Dunne, Who Threat- 


ened to Kill Wayman, Judge 
and Juror, Captured. 


ESCAPED FROM JOLIRT. 


William, alias “Sunny” Dunne, an es- 
ea ped convict from the Joliet penttentiary, is 
dying from a bullet wound at the Alexian 
Brothers hospital He wae shot while at- 
tempting to rob a north side saloon yester- 
day morning. 

The news of Dunne’s capture will be a re- 
lief to State’s Attorney Wayman, the trial 
judge who sentenced him to prison for life, 
and the foreman of the jury that found him 
guilty of murder. Dunne had threatened 
all three of these men with death if he ever 
“beat the pen.” 

He “beat” i Oct. 27. With two other 
convicts from Cook county, he escaped, and 
they came direct to Chicago. Since then the 
entire police department has been search- 
ing for him. 

Remembering Dunne’e threat that he would 
kill him if he ever got out of prison, State's 
Attorney Wayman has had ¢ bodyguard 
constantly with Mm. The judge who pre- 
sided at the trial and the foreman of the 
jury also have taken precautions to pre- 
vent the escaped convict surprising them 

at the point of a revolver, 


Wayman Feared Attack. 

Knowing the desperate character of the 
man, State’s Attorney Wayman has felt that 
Dunne would attempt to ambush him. Close 
watch has been kept around the Wayman 
residence by detectives since Dunne escaped 
from prison. 

The watch, or Mr. Wayman’e personal 
bodyguard, will be needed no longer. Dunne 
| probably win die from his wound. If he 
should live he will back to prison to end 
his days. It isn't he will get another 
opportunity to escape. 

Dunne was wounded while trying to rob a 
saloon at 2811 Lincoln avenue: Capt. Max 
Danner of the Sheffield avenue station re- 
luctantiy admitted last night that Dunne

Dr. Shaw said Mrs. McCulloch hed mis- 
stated the facts in her appeal. 

“I have tried to make my ruling fair 
and abide by parliamentary rule, so that I 
should not be criticised as unjust from one 
end of this country to the.other,” she said.

Somé suggestions follow: 

“The high cost of living ie a. question of 
practical economy. It should be. practiced in 
national, state, and city legislation and super- 
vision. In order to practice economy one must 
know what he is doing in order to know what 
he should do. : 

“Do we get a high degree of efficiency from 
our public — system? Can we expect very 
much from teachers who, if put to the test, 
could not successfully apply their learning to 
any of the gainful éccupations of the day? If 
teachers were forced to apply their learning to 
some position outside of the schoolroom every 
other vacation, in place of being compelled to 
attend some teachers’ institute, the great army 
of teachers would carry back to thes school- 
room a philosophy of life that would be worth 
millions te the students who will soon have to 

enter into life's activities in earnest. 

“The girla should be taught the business of 
home management, the nutritive value of foods, 
the cost and hygienic requirements of food, how 
to select serviceable clothing, how to select a 
house, the amount of rent that should be paid 
on a certain income, and whet is a reasonable 
distribution in making up e family budget. 
They should be taught how to keep, household 

and be shown the advisehility of 
keeping them. 

“The question of the high cost of vine is 
not for the wife alone. The husband should 
give his wife a reasonable sum of the income 
for the household expenses. This will enable 
the wife to make plans fer an economic dis- 
tribution. : As a rule, the husband ie not as 
careful in exercising economy, when it comes 
to expenditures outside of his business, as his 
wife is in buying for the home. 

“ However, We must remember that K is the 
woman's business to buy for the home, and 
she should be taught while in school how to 
fully Uve up to that responsibility when she 
takes charge of a home of her own.

Award of Increased Wages to 
| Engineers Brings Pressure on 
Shares in New York. 


New York, Nov. 25.—A 12 per cent rate for 
call money, the highest since January, 8, 
1910 caused some unsettlement in stocks 
today. The advance was ascribed to a 
variety of causes, including the worldwide:
